Q. I realize I may not 
claim tuition fees paid to an 
educational institution if the 
fee does not exceed $25,00, 
However, last year I took 
several courses, each witha 
fee of $10 or less, but the 
total for the year is more 
than $25, May I claim these 
tuition fees when filing my 
income tax return? 

A, Provided they other- 
wise qualify, these fees 
would be deductible if they

Transportation idea 


The Editor: 

We have seen the popula- 
tion of St, Albert increasing 
by leaps and bounds with the 
Town opening up new sub- 
divisions in rather quick 
succession to each other, 
I suppose that it is not illo- 
gical to assume that most of 
these newcomers have their 
place of work in Edmonton 
and must perforce use the 


only practical highway into 
the City. 

Those who have travelled 
the road regularly over the 
past few years will readily 
agree how the traffic density 
has increased drastically, 
There is an urgent need for 
a second means of ingress 
into Edmonton, and I suggest 
that the Town Planners De- 
partment and the Province of 


Alberta consider this before 
opening up further new areas 
of residence, 

Since the question ofrapid 
transit has been kicked 
around for some consider= 
able time now, I would like 
to see a feasibility study 
made of using the existing

Indian Society had nobles 
and slaves 


Living on a narrow strip 
of land with an immense 
ocean to the west and tower= 
ing mountains to the east, the 
Indians of the Pacific Coast 
developed a complex civil- 
ization, unique among Cana- 
dian Indians, 

The Pacific Coast Indians 
lived in villages where in- 
habitants were usually clo- 
sely related, Occasionally, 
several clans lived in one 

settlement. Each owned, in 


addition to materialposs- 
essions, a section of land, 
fishing stations and certain 
privileges - the right to use 
certain names, to display 
certain heraldic crests and 
to perform certain songs, 
dances and other rituals, 

The members of aclan 
were divided into nobles and 
commoners, There were 
also slaves, but these were 
not regarded as clan mem- 
bers, Born as either a noble

dual inherited a specific po- 
sition in a graded scale, The 
highest noble was the chief, 
A person’s name and crest 
were indicative of his rank in 
the social hierarchy, 

The wealth possessed by 
the clan was owned and shar- 
ed by the group, but controll- 
ed by the chief, Each noble 
held nominal title to certain 
material possessions 
and privileges, Privileges, 
such as the right to perform 
a certain dance, were in- 
herited or granted by the 
chief to a noble who could 
pass them on to his descen- 
dants, 

Material wealth was dis- 
tributed through an elaborate 
ceremonial feast, known as 
the potlatch, taken from a 
Nootka word meaning ‘‘give 
ing.’ When a potlatch was 
held by a chief and his clan, 
another village was invited 
and numerous gifts were giv- 
en to guests, The potlatch, 
overtly held to announce an 
event of social significance, 
such as the proclamation of 
a new chief, was used todis- 
play the wealth of the clan, 
to demonstrate prosperity 
and power, and thus to en- 
hance the clan’s prestige, 

Supernatural beings, who 


+ 


inhabited the forest, the wat- 
ers, and the nearer reaches 
of the skies, greatly influen- 
ced the Pacific Coast In- 
dians, These were the gods 
with whom they might come 
in contact to their benefit 
or disaster, 

Animal spirits, especially 
the salmon which their way 
of life depended were im- 
portant to them, They be- 
lieved the salmon spirits 
inhabited a house under the 
sea where the fish assumed 
human form, When the ann- 
ual run of salmon was due, 
the fish assumed salmon 
form and returned, These 
fish had to be treated with 
respect or they might be 
offended and not return the 
following year,

Family Allowance 


By Stan Schellenberger 
MP. Wetaskiwin 

I have received a number 
of inquiries regarding the 
recently passed family all- 
owances bill. In today’s col- 
umn, I thought I might take 
a look at the bill and attempt 
to clarify some of the con- 
tentious points found within 
it, 

The new plan has attempt- 
ed to suit the convenience of 
the provincial governments 
and for this reason it con- 
tains some flexibility, Sub- 
ject to a national minimum, 
a province will be able to 
vary the precise amounts 
paid on behalf of individual 
children = taking into acce 
ount age and family size, 
For example, whereas most 
provinces have opted for the 
federal proposal of giving 
$20 to every child up to the 
age of 18; Alberta has dee 
cided to distribute the ‘‘baby 
bonus”’ as follows: 

Ages 0-6... $15/month 

Ages 7+11,. $19/month 

Ages 12-15. .. $25/month 

Ages 16-17. .. $28/month 

The new family allowance 
is considered taxable income 
in the hands of the parent 
who claims child deductions 
for tax purposes, If both 
parents have sufficient ine 
come to be taxable, it will 
be at their discretion to 
decide which parent will 
claim the deduction for chile 
dren, Obviously, it is more 
beneficial for the parent with 
the higher income to take the 
family allowance payment 
into income and claim the 
child deduction because the 
amount of the deduction ex- 
ceeds the amount of the alle 
owance payment with there- 
sult that the net taxable in- 
come is lower, 

The government's stated 
objective in the new family 
allowances program is to 
concentrate the greatest 
benefits on those families 
with the lowest incomes, To 
achieve the objective withe 
out the need for an elabor- 
ate and costly mechanism 
to administer payment only 
to those families that need 
it most, the government de~

to all families with childe 
ren but to make it taxable, 

By taxing it, all or alarge 
part of the allowance will be
